There wss an early breakfast of eggi 
coffee and bread; tenti were struck an 
packed Ento wagons and the whole arm 
WiB aligned before 10 o'clock. All th 
men carried staves on which flutters 
while flags with the motto, "Peace o 
eareh, eood wilt toward men. but deatl 
lointereston bonds." TherewMmnc 
marching and counter mnrchiDg on th 
Brands, prancing of stallions, ani 
umlingofthe commissary wagons ah 
line. Tho men had passed a cold night, 
moit of them Bleeping on the pound 


Before the start Carl Browne formed 


the men into a hollow square and pu 
them through a most remarkable drill 
Th* sUves were handled like guns, and 
when Brown* shouted "Gloria tai 
FMM," tb«r eheend three times 
shrilly a&d waved their stlcki ID the 
air. These- evolutions were performed 
by the main body of the army. 


The Philadelphia commune, sixty 


men strong, with s, long rope attached 
to their commissary wagon, stood at 
one side waiting to fall [n. Oklahoma 
Sam galloped up and down the line on 
hU Bullion. The ban drum boomed 
dismally ud the bagpipes emitted a 
shrill scream. 


After marching twice around the 


ground! the men wm* drawn up in 
line and more diners and drilling fol- 
lowed. BOMB of tho military evolu- 
tions which Browne called on his men 
to perform moil have been conceived 
In a nightmare. 
Brown harrangned 


the men In his customary street fsklr 
•train, felling them they had rewired 
permission to march to the oapltol 
iroanda, where tb«y must disband snd 
enter u Individual cltliens. 


"Whether or not we will be per- 


mitted to speak I cannot say," he 
added, "but you must be careful to 
ireserve tbe peace.

form and march to eur new oamp near 
by, which ha* been provided. 
ThU 


demonstration will be more powerful 
than force, than guns, or than bombs," 
and th* ragged army at till* cheered 
Wildly. Then Browne went on. 


"People 'said that we would not 


march uu Pennsylvania avenue wben 
we reached here. Yet tho police de- 
partment yesterday informed Brother 
Coxey that we could march. We are 
ber» on time and will go to tbo ground* 
on time. All are certainly on deck. 
Yesterday It louked as If we would not 
lave many, hut now wo will so In with 
i>!Htt M bright as the ICay day on 
which we march. Mr. Crisp refused 
tfsterday to let ui apeak on the capital 
tep«. We did not §*s the vice presi- 
dent. That IB the latest I can tell you. 
We w ill go into tho capital grounds u 
ndlviduak They on not prevent us 
ram doing that."
